ALBERTA AGRICULTURAL COLL- 
HGH 


The following resolution was brou- 
ght up at the afternoon session of 
the Farmers’ Institute Workers con- 
vention at Calgary, on Saturday. by 
M. D. Geddes and was sc*onded by 
H. D. Galbraith, of Nanton, The re- 
solution carried unanimously. 


“We the members of the Farmers' 
Institute staff of the province of Al- 
berta in convention. assembled wish 
to place on record our conviction 
that an agricultural college is of. vi- 
tal importance to the province of 
Alberta, 


‘Therefore, be it resolved that the 
establishment of an agricultural col- 
lege in the immediate future is amply 
justified and that in the interests of 
agriculture, which interest is para- 
mount in this province; be it further 
resolved that the agricultural colle- 
ge, when established, be. under the 
control . of. the agricultural depart- 
ment; that it be established in a lo- 
cality separate and altogether apart 
from the’ university, but that it be 
affliated with the university.’’ 


CROP SHORTAGE OF THE 
WORLD 


London, Jan. 10.—The wheat crop 
of 1907 will.fall short of 1906 by 60,- 
000,000 quarters, according. to the 

jcalculations of the corn traders here. 
On all sides high prices and recourse 
to reserve stocks are considered in- 
evitable. According to one authority 
the year’s harvest will amount to 36 
2,000,000 quarters, ns against 411,000, 
090. in 1906 and an average of 392,- 
000,000 for the last. ‘ 


For the season from August Ist, 


1907, to July 31st, 1908, it is calcul-| 


‘ated that the wheat importing, coun- 
tries of Europe. will require /68,000,- 
000° quarters, whereas it seems pro- 
bable that wheat exporting countries 
of the world will have a surplus sup- 
ply of only 61,600,000 quarters, mak- 
ing a deficiency of 1,400,000. quarters.

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There Was Not Very Much of a “Mys- 
tery” About It, 

Olement KK. Shorter, an Wnglish 
writer of more or less distinctlon,; sur: 
prised everybody recently by. printing 
{in a London newspaper an article ju 
which he asserted there was a. mys- 
tery surrounding the’ death of Generi! 
George Washington about which Amer. 
ieans hesitated to talk. If there be a 
mystery we should like to know what 
{t Is. 

George Washington caught cold when 
riding over his plantation. at Mount 
Vernon on the afternocn of Dec, 12, 
1799, Worty-elght hours later he died. 

He was attended by three. of the 
best physicians of that part of the 
country, He was bled no less than 
three times to relleve a sore throat 
and he was dosed with calomel enoug!: 
to deprive a healthy man of his life. 
But what is the mystery? 

‘Enlightened physicians frequently 
assert that General Washington was 
killed—that he was bled to death and 
poisoned with calomel. Toblas- Lear. 
his secretary, says that after tht doc. 
tor had bled him to, the extent of half 
a pint Waskington Interrupted. with 
the remark: “The gash Is not big 
enough, Make it wider.” And the 
highly trained professional {dlot pro- 
ceeded to do so, ‘Does your throat 
feel any better‘’ nsked the learned 
leech, “It's very sore,” murmured 
Washington.
